FOR the purpose of authorizing the Sheriff of Frederick County to charge a processing
fee, not to exceed a certain amount, and a certain general educational
development administrative fee, not to exceed a certain amount, for certain
individuals in the Frederick County Adult Detention Center; prohibiting
juveniles from being charged the administrative fee authorized by this Act; and
generally relating to fees charged to individuals in the Frederick County Adult
Detention Center.

SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article — Correctional Services
11-712.

(a) This section applies only in Frederick County.

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(E) THE SHERIFF MAY CHARGE A REASONABLE FEE FOR EACH
INDIVIDUAL PROCESSED INTO THE DETENTION CENTER, NOT TO EXCEED $10.

(F) (1) EXCEPT AS PROVIDED IN PARAGRAPH (2) OF THIS
SUBSECTION, THE SHERIFF MAY CHARGE A REASONABLE ADMINISTRATIVE FEE,
NOT TO EXCEED $25, FOR EACH INDIVIDUAL PARTICIPATING IN A GENERAL
EDUCATIONAL DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM AT THE DETENTION CENTER.

(2) A JUVENILE MAY NOT BE CHARGED AN ADMINISTRATIVE FEE
FOR PARTICIPATION IN A GENERAL EDUCATIONAL DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM.

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
October 1, 2012.
